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He News of General Schombergs fafe Arrival in Ireland, being a 
MM thing of ſuch Publick Concern and Jay , it is thought a pigce 
of Service to the Publick,” to grve'a faithful Narrative of his 

Happy Voyage from F7igh lake to Zreland, and the Circumſtances thar 
attended the ſame, which are as followeth. | 
__ His Excellency having here prepared all things for this Expedition,and 
Shipped tris Men on Board , fent away the Artillery Ships, with fome 
Draught Horſes before to the Iſle of Man, intending to Rendezvous 
there ; he himſelf Embarqued on the Eleventh inſtant , and as ſoon as 
he came 'on Board , he'called all the Chief Officers together , and held 
a Council about the fitteſt place of his Landing , which being reſolved 
on; and on Munday Morning the Twelfth inſtant, the wind blowing 
fair at North Eaſt, by Twelve a Clock they weighed Anchor, and ſtood 
out to Sea ; the weather. was very fair,ſo that towards night it was con- 
certed whether they ſhould go to their Rendezvous ar the HIz of Max ; 
| but coofidering afterwards the uncertainty of meeting with fo fair an 
- opportunity ; and being alſo loath to delay any longer the Succouring | 
that Diſtreſſed Countrey, it was reſolved to continue their Courſe dr 
realy, and afterwards to ſend for their Artillery Ships. | 

The wind continued {till fo fair , as that on Tueſday Morning they 
ſpied the Coaſt of Ireland; and about Ten they came. up to the Iſlands 
of Laune and Copland , two little Iſlands at the Mouth of Carickfergus 
Bay. 
Here they lay by for two hours, till their Spy Boats brought them 
word, That they faw Three Fxench Men of War in the'Bay. Upon 
which Intelligence , our Men of War immediately prepared to Artack 
them ; and leaving their Convoy , went up to meet them, which gy 
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dil near the Caſtle of Carrickfergus , and there Engaged them ſo warm 
ly, as that in Four hours time they overcame them , taking Two, and 
ſinking the Third ; as alſo ſome other little Boats which rended on them : 
Theſe were thole Ships which took the T wo Scotch Frigats., who de- 
tended rhemſfelves fo bravely. While this Ac1on laſted, the Iriſh were fo 
Allarum'd at the ſight of fuch a Fleet , as that they immediately ſet fire 
to the Town, and Blew up part of the Caſtle. . But the General fo time- 
ly prevented the fury of the Flames, by ſome Boats tull of Men , which 
be Landed”, as that part of the Town was preſerved. Alſo at the fame 
| tine he ſent up ſeveral Boats Armed to Belfaſt, (which lies at the bot- 
tom of the Bay) and thereby ſecured thar place from their fury : for at 
their approach, the Zrzſþ quitted the place , * and fled in great confuſion 

and diforder into the Countrey. However, at night they perceived ſe- 
vera] Fires 10 all parts of the Countrey , which whether they were Bea- 
cons to give notice of the Landing, or Houſes and Towns on Fire, was 
not then known. | 

The General himſelf Landed at Carrickfergus , which is a large Town 
ſeven miles trom Belfaſt. They are both in the County. of Antrim; the 
larter is Sixty Mules from Loxdonderry, and the like diſtance from E- 
nskilling, lying in a Triangular Figure, which does take in all the North, 
and fecure that Province from the /riſþ; ſo that when the Forces are 
Joyned,”*cis ſuppoſed they will march direQly to Dxbliz , which is about 
* Seventy miles trom the place of Landing. We ſhall now every day ex- 
pect to hear of Action, unleſs the Natural Baſhfulneſs of the 7r:fþ before 
the face of an Enemy, prevent us longer then we could wiſh. 

On Munday there ſayled out of Cheſter an Hundred Sail of Ships, 
laded with Men and Ammunition, who intend to joyn the General. I 
have here encloſed a Liſt of thoſe Regiments that went with him, and 
alfoof thoſe which were to follow him, the reſt will fayl this week.
